(c) No tree, bush, shrubbery or other type of 
planting shall be planted or maintained in an area 
closer than 50 ft. from the right-of-way line of an 
intersection street

Subject: _ Amendment to City Ordinance reference "Intersection Visibility" 


We are experiencing, at many locations throughout the City, situations 
involving the planting of new trees in the parkway strip (between curb and 
sidewalk) so as to block out the intersection contro^(stop or yield) signs 
upon the approach to the intersection. In some instances existing trees are 
small enough they presently do not present a problem as the intersection 
control sign is not completely blocked from vision of the approaching motorist. 
In a short period of time as the trees grow, they will of course create hazard¬ 
ous situations. We want to avoid pruning trees that will eventually obstruct 
the control signs. It is our intent to initiate preventative measures and 
attempt to reduce potential accident factors. 

We are asking the existing corner visibility Ordinance, Chapter 31, 

Article XVI, A, Section 151.1 A. (1968 amended) to be amended as follows: 

(c) No tree, bush, shrubbery or other type of planting shall be 
planted or maintained in an area closer than 50 ft. from the right- 
of-way line of an intersecting street. 

The attached sketch will help define more clearly the area in which we 


are concerned with.

We are directing your attention to City Ordinance, Chapter 31 * Article XVI a A, 
Section 151.1 A, As it appears in the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne (1968 
Amended) which reads; 

“No fence, wall, hedge or other planting or other obstruction to vision, ex¬ 
tended in excess of 3 feet above or hanging lower than 8 feet above the established 
street centerline grade shall be erected, planted or maintained in the areas described 
below; provided that this restriction shall not apply to buildings in the B~3“A District 
as established under Chapter 36 of this code; 

(a) Corner Lot; The area bounded by the edges of intersecting roadways and a 
line intersecting said edge lines at points 40 feet distant from the intersection of the 
edge or roadway lines extended on their bearing before any deflection for the inter¬ 
sect ion. 

(b) Lot at intersection of alley; The area bounded by the edge of the road¬ 
way and the edge of the intersecting alley and a line intersecting said edge lines at 
points 90 feet distant on the roadway and 15 feet distant on the alley from the inter¬ 
section of said edge extended on their bearing before any deflection for the intersection. 

If any owner shall fail to remove any such obstructions within 15 days after 
notice from the Traffic Engineering Department, said office may cause them to be removed 
at the expense of the owner. The Police Department, Street Department and Park Depart¬ 
ment will cooperate with the Traffic Engineer in the enforcement of this provision 1 '. 

It is being asked that this situation be remedied in order that no further 
action will be required by this office. If there are any questions, please contact the 
unders igned.

Article XVI-A. Safety of Streets. 

Sec. 151.1. Corner visibility. 

No fence, wall, hedge or other planting or other obstruction 
to vision, extending in excess of three feet above or hanging 
lower than eight feet above the established street centerline 
grade shall be erected, planted or maintained in the areas 
described below; provided, that this restriction Shall not apply 
to buildings in the B-3-A district as established under chapter 
36 of this Code. 

(a) Corner lot. The area bounded by the edges of inter¬ 
secting roadways and a line intersecting such edge lines at 
points forty feet distant from the intersection of the edge 
or roadway lines extended on their bearing before any deflec¬ 
tion for the intersection. 

(b) Lot at intersection of alley. The area bounded by the 
edge of the roadway and the edge of the intersecting alley 
and a line intersecting such edge lines at points ninety feet 
distant on the roadway and fifteen feet distant on the alley 
from the intersection of such edge lines extended on their 
bearing before any deflection for the intersection. 

If any owner shall fail to remove any such obstructions 
within fifteen days after notice, the city traffic engineer may 
cause them to be removed at the expense of the owner. The 
police department, street department, park department and 
building department will cooperate with the traffic engineer 
in the enforcement of this provision. (Ord. G-01-68, § 1.) 

Article XVII. Traffic Violations Bureau. 

Sec. 152. Traffic violations bureau established. 

(a) There is hereby established in the office of the city 
clerk a traffic violations bureau to assist the city court with 
the clerical work of traffic cases.
